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REMARKS 

Claims 1, 7, 8, and 21-23 have been deleted. Claim 17 has been amended. Claims 24-27 
have been added Claims 1 7 and 24-27 remain in prosecution. 

Claim 17 has been rejected pursuant to 35 U.S.C. §1 12, first and second paragraphs. As 
claim 17 is an independent method claim and the rejections are based upon dependent 
composition claims, Applicant respectfully requests that the rejections be withdrawn. 

Claim 17 has been rejected as being anticipated by Bortsel et al (Jahresbericht 1954/55). 
It is respectfully submitted that compounds identified in Bortsel et al. do not anticipate the 
method steps set forth in claim 17.
